The wire 
transmits short-wave impulses to a 
‘sniffer’ or receiver mounted on the 
tractor. There’s no physical connection 
between the wire and the tractor.” 
We think this very clearly states that 
it is an electronically-controlled tractor

BOSTROM 
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"Hot Cargo" is a hot item in Washington again. September's 
Fleet trends (p 57) noted the ICC's confusion over its power 
to outlaw "hot cargo" clauses in contracts. Now the Commis- 
sion is forced to reach an early decision. Four hearings on 
cases of this type are scheduled for November 7. 





The Supreme Court is set to hear three "hot cargo"cases. The 
question to be argued before the court is whether or not union 
officials can enforce "hot cargo" clauses in agreements be- 
tween labor and management. Lower courts have given conflict- 
ing decisions on the three cases. 
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Deadline for contract carrier questionnaires is extended. ICC 
has pushed the deadline back for operators who are required to 
supply information relating to possible reclassification (see 
last month's Fleet Trends). New limit is November 6, instead 
of October 23. Nevertheless, ICC hopes to adhere to its announced 
reclassification orders sometime in the sommer of 1958. 
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New president elected at the Chicago convention of the Ameri- 
can Trucking Assns. is Guy W. Rutland, Jr., of The Motor Con- 
voy Co., in Atlanta. Other ATA officers: Edward W. Krause, 
first vice president; R. Stuart Moore, second vice president ; 
James B. Godfrey, Jr., third vice president; Griswold B. Hol- 
man, fourth vice president; Harry L. Gormley, secretary; and 
John M. Akers, treasurer. Gormley and Akers were re-elected to 
their respective positions. 





ATA vice presidents at large are: A. E. Cudlipp, Robert H. Cut- 
ler, George V. Eastes, Welby M. Frantz, Harold J. Horan, J. Albert 
Kramer, M. M. Krupinsky, Robert B. Lytel, William W. Ward, H. 
Dillon Winship, and C. G. Zwingle. 
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Truckers are acting to get more mail business from the Post 
Office. The Regular Common Carrier Conference of ATA is prepar- 
ing for a long fight, if necessary, to improve the truck role in 
mail hauling. Conference leaders believe postal officials have 
been dragging their feet on the matter because of longtime ties 
with the railroads. 





First step will be introduction of legislation at the next 
session of Congress. One bill would qualify common carriers to 
carry mail under published U. S. mail tariffs. Another step is 
the establishment of a five-man "select committee on U. S. mail 
transportation" by the common carrier conference of the ATA. As 
always, it will be difficult to overcome the railroads’ lobby 
power in Washington. 





Southern railroads settled for a 13% increase instead of the 
more than 60% they were seeking from the Post Office (see August 
Fleet Trends). But the Post Office is still lukewarm toward open- 
ing the door wide for truckers because of limited terminal facil-

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ities. Also, the railroads are making plans for piggyback mail 
hauling, using freight trains instead of passenger runs. The 
New York Central has scheduled a test for the Post Office early 
next year, carrying mail from Chicago to Detroit on "flexi-van" 
equipped flat cars. 
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Railroads are continuing to lose business to truckers and 
pipelines, according to a report from the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. Last year rails handled only 48.2% of the 1,360,- 
100,000 ton-miles of intercity freight hauled. In 1955, rail- 
roads had managed 49.4%. 





Truckers increased their business last year from 226, 200,000,- 
000 ton-miles to 253,800,000,000—handling 18.7% of traffic 
movement, an increase of 1% over 1956. Pipelines chalked up 
gains, too, accounting for 230,000,000,000 ton-miles—or 16.9%, 
an increase of 1% also. Inland waterways lost traffic, falling 
from 16.9% in 1955 to 16.2% last year. 
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Here's how the Teamster convention looked to an on-the-spot 
FLEET OWNER reporter earlier this months: "With the exception of 
I'm-for-Hoffa buttons, which even the press found it wise to 
wear, it took a practiced eye to distinguish last week's guests 
from the usual winter crowd at Miami's plush Eden Roc Hotel. 
No resemblance to a convention of ex-truck drivers was inten- 
tional. In fact, it is doubtful if more than one in 10 of the 
Teamster delegates had ever pushed a rig on a scheduled run. 
And the little matter of Teamster finances being under fire wor- 
ried none but the odd maverick. 





"With the button in your lapel, it was possible to sit indefi- 
nitely in any one of the hotel's several bars and never pay for 
a drink. Just who was romancing whom was difficult to determine. 
As early as the weekend before the convention officially opened, 
professional gamblers were offering 12 to one in favor of Hoffa. 
Within a few days, there were no takers at all at any odds at all. 


“Representatives of businesses whose fortunes depended on 
Teamster good will, such as garage and service station operators, 
contractors and truck operators, were everywhere. 'We can work 
with Jimmy,’ said one. ‘His promise is golden. But take that 
crazy idealist, Reuther.. .' 


"Proprietors of Miami tourist attractions, ranging from fish- 
ing boats to girlie joints, reported disappointing patronage. 
The Teamsters were busy politicking. Most of it took place in 
lobbies, corridors and at cocktail parties. Hoffa himself seemed 
to be the only one concerned with AFL-CIO relationships. Voting 
was by applause or booing."

HIGHWAY ENGINEERS WILL TELL YoU they use seven major factors 
to find the cost of building a highway. They'll also tell you that at 
the moment a final decision is made to build a highway from loca 
tion A to B, six of these seven factors become fixed costs. The 
seventh factor, thickness of highway, is determined by the load to

Naturally, any man who works for you is ex 
pected to learn and improve while he’s working 
But the term “basic training” means education in

A classroom for engineering foremen }).:- 
proved highly successful for the New York City 
Transit Authority. Conducted by their director of 


surface maintenance, Hy Feldman. this class com 
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prises men of varying ages, all with only a high 
school education. 

The lass meets for nine and a half hours a week 
one hour daily from four to five in the afternoon 
and one hour and a half three times a week from 
eight-thirty to ten in the morning. The afternoon 
hours are on the men’s own time, and no one’s 


been late or absent since class started last year 


What do they learn? Vath and physics. Working 
with standard textbooks, Feldman is teaching his 
men the fundamentals of the sciences that are the 
root of their daily work 

Feldman makes one break with the textbooks 
when sample problems are offered, he sees to it 
that they deal with fleet maintenance operations 
And when he wants to go a step farther in this 
direc tion, Feldman writes and mimeographs his own 


text sheets to keep the lessons appropriate 


Teacher is not really a teacher: This is Feld 
mans first experience at tea hing of this kind. He's 
a vraduate engzineetT himself st) he knows what he s 
talking about——but his classroom method is the 
time honored one of all lear hers He keeps one 
chapter ahead of his students in the textbook, Of 
course, his lear hing job Is made considerably eusiet 
by the fact that every student is anxious for the 
opportunity to learn and thus up-grade himself, 
So there's no secret to a successful classroom 
program: you need only two ingredients, They are 
1) a single educated executive who is willing to 
spend time improving his personnel and (2) a 
group of employees who are willing to spend time 


improving themselves. 


The class pays off for the New York City Transit 
Authority in a variety of ways. First and foremost 
is the result that the engineering section foremen 
really understand the nature of their work from 
the bottom up You can’t put your finger on most 
of the things these men are now able to do. but 
every student will tell you he’s convinced he’s 
doing a better job than he did before his training 
And Maintenance Director Feldman will tell you 
the same thing 

As is often the case, when you can’t measure 
the payofl in dollars and cents, it may mean a lot 
more to your whole operation than something that 


can be figured on the books 


Want to start your own class? Al! it takes is 
a quiet room with a blackboard, an investment in 
books of from five to ten dollars a man, and the 
desire to do it 

For the teacher, pick a man who is primarily 
one who can make himself understood to the stu 
dents. You're not trying to turn out Phi Beta 
Kappa’s so the best teacher is not always the most 


educated man

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Temperature Control: 


How To Choose 
the Right System 
for Your Fleet 


WHEN YOU HAUL REFRIGERATED OR HEATED CARGO 
there’s no one vehicle that’s best--and no one 
method of temperature control. It's the combina 
tion that counts. And what’s more, that combination 
must be the one that’s best suited to the conditions 
under which you operate. How to arrive at the prop- 
er balance of these three variables? 

As in every other equipment-selection problem, 
it’s a complicated business, and there’s no hard 
and fast formula to fall back on. But here in the 
group of six tables at left is a guide that will help 
you in assembling essential data about the various 
types of equipment—in relating them to each other 
and to your operating conditions. The tables are 
taken from an SAE paper by Henry G. Strong, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Refrigeration Industry 
Safety Advisory Committee. 


These six tables take you step-by-step through 
a simple fact-gathering and figuring process that 
shows which vehicle will work best with which re- 
frigeration equipment in your fleet. 

The first three tables are used for fact-gathering. 
On Table A, for instance, you fill in information 
about your operation—-such as highest outside and 
lowest inside temperatures, Data in Tables B and 
C is based on information supplied by manufac- 
turers of the equipment. As shown here, there's 
space for only one model, but it’s a good idea to 
add more columns so you can compare the data on 
each model. 

Next come the two tables on which you figure 
your penalty-and-use cost for the insulated vehicle 
(Table D) and for the refrigeration equipment 
(Table C), 

On Table F you simply pull the information to 
gether from the other five tables to see which com 


bination will do the most economical job for you 


You can use this quide for any type of refrigera 
tion equipment—including self-contained engine 
driven mechanical equipment, drive from the main 
engine, water ice, dry ice, eutectic plates. And al 
though reference is made only to refrigeration, the 
same general ideas can be applied to heating equip 


ment, too.

How To Stress A 
Safety Program 


SURI ITS SMAKT fleet management to keep your 
drivers constantly aware of safety. But the big ques 
tion is: How do you sell safety on a day-to-day 
basis’ The answer at Kilpatrick’s Bakeries in San 
brancisco is an imaginative program with a strong 
emphasis on visual reminders 

hleet supervisor, Karl Bartholomew, designed the 
program live years ago It has netted the company 
i safety record which “continues to grow every 
year,” for its fleet of some 200 trucks 

Some of the visual safety reminders Bartholomew 


has used successfully include 


Photos of all truck accidents for the past |] years, 
displayed in his ofhee, where drivers see them 
daily. The men ask questions about various dents

accident, when its does occur, is also placed in the 
drivers’ room. Bartholomew believes the razzing

The program’s suc- 
cess is demonstrated by the decreasing number of 


colored squares. 


Awards, such as eye-catching pins, rings and 
watches given yearly to drivers with perfect safety 
records. The awards are expensive, but they don’t 
cost as much as body repair bills. And they keep 


the men reminded of who the safe drivers are. 


Movies (but not too often). The reason, Bartholo 
mew explains, is to keep safety films from becom 


ing “just another movie 


Posters and notices. Jhese are more than just 
decorations for the plant bulletin boards. They call 
attention to particular safety practices. For instance 
when the first rain of the season comes, men see 
reminders that San Francisco streets and hills are 
slippery. Notices are given to the men or sent to 
their homes, urging them to observe safe driving 
habits at all times 

Another visual method used by Bartholomew has 
to do with maintenance. He displays any scuffed 
tires or dented hub-caps where the drivers can see 
them. This helps to promote better care of equip 
ment. Bartholomew believes that proper care of 
equipment is an important safety factor-——feels that 
Kilpatrick’s carefully planned maintenance pro 
gram has played a big part in improving the com- 
pany’s safety record. 

Of course, Bartholomew uses non-visual methods 
to promote safety, too. He feels that a few minutes 
of reminding at the monthly sales meeting are far 
more effective than long speeches on safety several 
times a year. Here are some of his non-visual 


methods 


e Driver aptitude lests, using a machine to check 
reflexes. These are given to the men periodically 


The men also receive eye-tests and medical checks 


© Training with emphasis on courtesy. Bartholo- 


mew insists, “Courtesy and accidents just don't Zo 
together.” During his training period, a new man is 


observed and instructed in safe driving. 


© Accident follow-up. No mishap, no matter how 
slight, goes unnoticed. In addition to several long 
forms to be filled out, a “court” is held to determine 
the cause and blame. The “jury,” composed of 
supervisors, discusses how the accident might have 
been prevented, 

Bartholomew is always thinking about the safety 
program and ways to improve it. He _ believes 
‘Safety is a full-time job. You can’t emphasize it 


today and forget it for six months.”

3. Tire Change Forms 


If you're making any attempt at all to keep track Brand 1 
of your rubber, this, or a variant on it, will be 
your prime record. Whenever a tire is switched 
around, the serviceman handling the job should 
send one of these forms to the office. There’s little 
need to build up a file of these records, since the 
information they contain, will and must be en 
tered on the Individual Tire Record (above). The 
first and most essential bit of information given 
is the brand number of the tire, or, if you don't 
brand tires, the manufacturer’s serial number 
This allows the man handling the file to quickly 
find the card he wants and get down to work 
Vehicle number is only supplementary and should 
not be at the top of the form.

Lets assume there's a laundry company called the 
Crispy-White Laundry \s it happens, we have 
in actual fleet in mind That isn’t the name but 
its close enough to serve as an example If you 
had to gue what color their trucks were painted 
what would you say? White? Or maybe white and 
one other color such as blue 

Both would be logical choices. But neither of 
them are right The Crispy White trucks are 
painted a dirty, brownish-gray with deep blue 
letterin on them that can hardly be read 

Why The fleet man told the management, “I 
il ve money if you let me paint the trucks a 

brownish gray. They won't have to be washed

their rolling salesmen 

The point is clear. Washing and painting won't 
be of much help to this fleet because the basic de 

n and colors are wrong 

So, before you consider setting up a washing and 
painting program and/or revising the one you 
have take i long look at the design and color 
cheme of your vehicles. Was it selected because 


the president of the company liked a particular 
color? Or was there a logical valid reason for the 
selection? Does your color-scheme and design tie in 
with your other forms of advertising? Is it original 
and eye-catching enough so your vehicles compete 
favorably with other well designed vehicles? Have 
you considered ease of maintenance? 

Here's an example of the kind of thinking neces 
sary to assure you that you'll get the right kind of 
design for your vehicles: 

Recently, Anheuser-Busch put a new beer on the 
market, called Busch Bavarian. Before the beer 
was introduced to the public, the company planned 
its master selling program. Management planned 
television, radio, newspaper and point-of-sale ad 
vertising. Normally, the truck fleet would have been 
the last on the list. 

But in this case, the color and design for the 
truck fleet was the first step. As a matter of fact, 
the label on the bottle is taken directly from the 
truck design. 

The theme of the campaign was based on the 
Bavarian Alps, a European outdoor sports haven. 
The plan was to associate the beer with the re 


freshing, congenial qualities of the snowy Alps

every fleet owner in the country gives lip service 
to this statement. But just stand on any street 
corner in the country, and you'll see over 50% 
of the fleet vehicles that pass are either dirty or 
poorly painted . . . or both. 

FLEET OWNER be 
lieves there are several reasons why more attention 
has not been paid to washing and painting. First 
many fleet owners are not thoroughly convinced 
that it pays off and, therefore, have not spent 
enough time studying the problems.

_.. You'll Want to Ask Yourself these 6 Questions 


1. Should a fleet do its own washing 
or would it pay to farm the job out? 


\s FLEET OWNER sees it, unless youre operating a 
particularly small fleet. or have managed to find 
yourself a really choice deal with someone, farming 
out your washing is not going to pay off, These are 
the only two factors that might make it economical 
to do so. Generally speaking, from the standpoint 
of time, youll probably be a lot better off washing 
our vehicles in your own shop or on your own 
property, There’s no travel time lost, and washing 
can be fitted in more efheiently with your other 


operations 


The survey results bear us out. Among all the 
categories responding to this question, 87% said 
they did their own washing. Bus men, ine identally, 
were not asked this. The highest proportion of 
farm-it-out advocates were among Construction and 
Mining, and Industrial fleets, Possible reason: The 
nature of these fleets——one is highly mobile, moving 
its base of operations frequently ; the other is gen 


erally small in size 


Certain bus problems are enough to make any 
truck operator feel he has it easy, Take sweeping 
ind cleaning out bus interiors for instance, Indus 
try practice generally is to at least pick up papers 
ind tidy up at the end of a run. In intercity serv 
ive, where buses operate between terminals with a 
reasonable amount of layover time, interiors are 
cleaned after every trip. On long-haul operations 
where a single trip is the daily assignment for a 
bus, interiors are cleaned after every run 

The survey answers show the picture. While 23 
intercity fleets cleaned after every trip. as opposed 
to 27 who cleaned daily, only 12 transit fleets did

ire split about even on the outdoor vs. indoor prob 
lem. About 61% favored indoor washing, This slight 
trend to indoor washing was most noticeable among 
fleets that require met ulous care and appearance, 
lor a partie ular reason 

Bus fleets and food distributors, for instance 
preferred indoor washing two to one, because they 
must make a good appearance. Public utilities and 
other service companies usually favor indoor wash 
ing because their fleets generally operate eight hours 


i day and must be washed at night 


Outside washing areas appeal to many fleet 
wners, but your geographical location is the first 
point to think about, Some climates are ideally 
uited to outdoor washing. Consider the number of 
washing days a week you must have against the 
number of ‘wood ; days you can expect 

If you want a washed truck, but not necessarily 
i spotless one, outdoor washing may be right for 
our fleet. If your fleet is growing rapidly, you can 
tretch your available shop space by having your 
washing area outside. Then, too, you don’t have the 
problem of dampness in the open that you have in 
in indoor bay. Post-wash clean up is not as tough 
ind your terrain may offer natural drainage

Their chief 
reason is the twenty-four-hour-a-day, seven-days-a 
week availability of an indoor system. Washing can 
take place during off-hours. If equipment is to be 
kept looking tops during wet or dusty spells, indoor 
Ww ishing is more feasible. 

There’s no doubt, the ins and outs of washing 
can only be solved for your operation by yourself 
(Assess your own needs to keep from overdoing it 
this can be costly. Ask yourself these questions 
What are my space problems? What kind of wash

... Should you use warm water? 


Warm water has several advantages. About 41% of 
the fleets surveyed feel these benefits outweigh the 
comparatively high cost. If you have a small wash 
ing operation, especially a non-automatic one, the 
increased cost may not be noticeable. Warm water 
will cut dirt more effectively without detergent. 
Soap or detergent is preferred five to one, except 
in mining and construction fleets where the problem 
is not primarily appearance. The cost and effective 
ness of modern detergents are such that this prefer 
ence is easy to understand. Three out of four bus 
fleets use soap or detergent for exterior cleaning; 
for interior cleaning, the ratio is fourteen to one

In addition to facilitating inspection for corro 
sion, steam-cleaning makes chassis repair work 
easier. In the engine, removal of grease and grime 


not only helps to eliminate a possible fire hazard 
but also reduces overheating in warm weather by 
removing the insulating coat of grease from the 
water jacket. 

Steam-cleaning is an easy and comparatively in 
expensive method of getting a time-consuming job 


done in the fastest possible way. 


Should you use one detergent on the 
chassis, another on the body? 


The general feeling on the question of whether you 
should use one detergent or two for body and chas 
sis cleaning is that with today’s detergents one will 
usually suflice 


In cases where an exceptionally strong detergent 


is needed for the chassis—-which would ruin any 
paint job a set ond, of course must he used How 
ever, four out of five of the fleets surveyed do not 
find this necessary. 

Feeling toward using different soaps or deter 
vents for chassis and body has shown little change 
with the passage of time In FLEET OWNER’s last 
washing survey I11 operators reported they did 
switch, 369 reported that they did not. This time 
around the score was. again, 111 to 390, Possibly

When compared with past surveys, the figures in the 
chart on p 92 clearly show the trend among truck- 
ers on the strip-down question.

In March, 1954, 33% of the 
fleets surveyed did complete strip-downs. In Sep 
tember of this year, the percentage had shrunk to 
21'¢. Improvement in paints and finishes and the 
increasing costs of labor are the primary reasons 
for this reduction. 

Only one bus company in twelve does a strip 
down job when repainting. With modern refinishing 
processes employed in most bus paint shops, the 
trend is definitely away from stripping down. And 
many operators are asking themselves. “Is it worth

But by glancing at the average investment for 
the 11 groups, you'll see that the average fleet has 
a perfectly adequate paint setup at a much lower 
investment, 

Again, the amount you spend (or have spent) 
depends entirely on how important you feel paint 
ing is to your particular operation. To bus fleets 
the paint shop has always been an important main 
tenance facility. The average investment for 98 
bus companies operating their own paint shops is 
$4533 and this is $2929 higher than the aver 
ave investment of the other nine groups 

Unfortunately, the investment figures in this 
section are only a part of the consideration. The 
other part ts an intangible that cant be « xpressed 
in dollars and cents.

The only dangers in taking the va 
cine are to those persons allergic 
to eggs, chiv ken or chicken feath 
ers. They probably should not be 
immunized, but if they are the 
vaccine should be given in multiple 
small doses. Persons with tuber 
culosis and other wasting diseases 
and persons with severe infections 


should not be immunized 


It is impossible to predict how wide 
spread the threatened invasion of 
Asiatic Flu will become. Any con 
tagious disease depends upon the 
strength of the organism causing 
it and the resistance of each indi 


vidual to it. 


The present Asiatic Flu is believed 
to be a mild disease with a high 
attack rate. There have been very 
few complic ations, so far With 
modern therapy most complica 
tions, such as pneumonia, which 
made the 1918 epidemic so severe

work —plus common sense—usually can overcome it. 


This doesn’t apply to chronic insomnia. Prolonged bouts of wakefulness can 
be a sign of illness. They demand prompt medical attention. 


Lack of sleep due to insomnia—even for one night—can lower your sense of 
well being to a minimum. That much experts agree on; they don’t agree on why. 
The theories as to what sleep is are innumerable. Among them: It’s no more 
than our oldest and strongest habit; it’s a conditioned reflex depending on 
fatigue of a waking center; it’s behavior determined by the nervous system; 
they just don’t know. 


Regardless of what the sleep process is, it can easily be disrupted, But, with 
some understanding of insomnia, you can probably diagnose and remedy the 
disturbing conditions yourself. 


First, how well you sleep depends a great deal on physical comfort. For example, 
one of the main causes of insomnia is being cold—a situation that can usually 
be corrected easily. But many insomniacs are too preoccupied by their wake- 
fulness to track down the reason for it. And some just can’t believe their in- 
somnia stems from such an elementary cause as a draft or cold feet. The same 
is true of unaccustomed or undue noise—or light. 


So see how restful your bedroom really is. The addition of a blanket, an 
opaque windowshade, a noise-absorbing rug on an apartment dweller’s floor, 
can make all the difference between a good or a bad night’s rest.

Watch your daily routine—eating, drinking, smoking habits; digestive upsets 
can keep you awake till all hours, too. If you feel hungry, take a light snack 
—a glass of milk or something equally bland—to give your digestive system 
something to do besides complain. 


Another barrier to sleep is nervous tension. Sometimes “worriers” don’t need 
more sleep as much as they need more rest and relaxation, 


There’s a sound reason for this. In the process of falling asleep, the higher 
brain centers relinquish control and the lower, more primitive parts of the 
brain take over. But they can’t take over if your intelligence is still going 
full blast. 
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The insomniac with the overactive mind should ease off from work about an 
hour before bedtime, tease his mind away from preoccupation. The goal is 
to eliminate the element of tension. 


One way is to put the intelligence to work on something else less urgent and 
demanding; say some form of reading matter—sermons, long historical novels 
—or jigsaw puzzles. Another way is to put the brakes on your mind by doing 


nothing. 


The key here is that if you are agitated or worried, sleep will come hard. And, 
when you do fall asleep, you are likely to wake up still tired. 


It's not wise to induce sleep by prescribing medication for yourself—even 
once. If your doctor prescribes sleeping pills, on no account continue them be- 
yond the time specified.

Sleeping pills of any kind have one sure after effect: a reduction in the speed 
and accuracy of your mental functioning. True, you will not develop an addic- 
tion to pills of the non-prescription variety. But you may find them becoming 
a habit that you will have trouble breaking. 


How much sleep should you have? Beyond your own experience, there’s no 
rule of thumb; it’s strictly an individual matter. In general, adults require 
seven to nine hours of sleep; old people, five to six. 


But four or five hours of sleep may leave one person feeling fine, cause real 
suffering to another—because he needs double that amount. The answer is 
to sleep as many hours as you find necessary. 


You run the risk of having the face amount of a check raised if you fail to 
write it properly—-and carefully. Make sure you are following this procedure, 
which banks recommend as a preventive: 


In the space where you write the amount of the check in figures, use a frac- 
tion rather than a decimal point to show the number of cents. Thus, instead 
of “168.55” write “168” followed by the fraction 55 over 100. If there are 
no cents, write the fraction 00 over 100. 


Do the same thing on the line where the amount is spelled out—thus “One 
hundred sixty-eight,” followed by the fraction 55 over 100. Also, be sure you 
start writing the amount as close as possible to the left-hand margin. Fill the 
empty space up to the word “dollars” with a line. 


In some states, a check dated on a Sunday may not be negotiable or legal. 
To avoid any question, it’s best to date it either Saturday or Monday. (You 
can write a check with no date. But someone must put in a date before it is 
negotiated. ) 


Don’t endorse a check with just your name when sending it through the mails. 
Instead, use a “restrictive endorsement”—for example, if you are mailing it 
for deposit to your account, write “for deposit only,” then sign your name 
just below the endorsement. 


You can write any identification information on either the front or back of 
a check. Sometimes it’s wise—it can help you prove that you have made a spe- 
cific transaction.

(1) To add a “small” car, smaller than the 
Scotsman to its line; (2) To introduce a special 
car designed specifically for taxicab service (shown 
above) and one for police use; (3) To concentrate 
on fuel economy and ease of maintenance as added 
attractions for fleet owners; (4) To push the use 
of the Daimler-Benz 4-cylinder diesel engine 

It is expected their new cab (see photo above) 
will sell at about $100 more than competitive 
Plymouth, Chevrolet and Ford cabs 

Studebaker is banking on the added economy 
its new cab will offer operators. Preliminary tests 
indicate that in typi al cab service, this new car 
will deliver about 14 miles to the gallon. A special 
economy carburetor, with small jets, is the secret 
of better gasoline mileage. 

As for the use of the 4-cylinder diesel engine 
lor passenger cars, there are some diesels already 
in use, and the company ts wat hing their accep- 
tance closely. In addition to the basic fuel economy 
of the engine, Studebaker feels there is still a price 


advantage per gallon of diesel fuel over gasoline.
